Litigation Release No. 2887 


The United States Securities and Exchange Commission announced 
that on April 3, 1964, the Honorable Jesse W. Curtis, Judge of the United 
States District Court for the Southern District of California (at Los 
Angeles) signed Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law and a Judgment of 
Permanent Injunction enjoining Bill Willoughby Coin Exchange (of Los 
Angeles) and its partners from further offering and selling unregistered 
securities in connection with their coin investment program. The defen- 
dants, who consented to the entry of the decree, admitted the allegations 
made in the Commission's complaint and agreed that the Court might adopt 
the Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law submitted by the Commission. 


The defendants were engaging as coin brokers and dealers in what 
amounted to a complete retail and wholesale business. U. S. coins were 
bought from and sold to individuals and other coin brokers and dealers, 
including rare coins, rolls of modern coins and proof sets (sets of coins 
specifically processed for coin collectors by the United States mint to 
bring them to a higher degree of perfection than ordinary coins and sold 
to the public at a premium). The Commission's complaint charged that the 
defendants have been offering and selling securities to members of the 
general public (more particularly, investment contracts and certificates 
of interest and participation in profit-sharing agreements); that as an 
integral part of their coin investment program the defendants actively 
solicited participation in such program by means of advertising in coin 
publications of national distribution and by direct mail advertising; and 
that no registration statement covering these securities had been filed with 
the Commission under the Securities Act of 1933. 


The court in its decision sustained these charges by the Commission. 
According to the decision, the defendants represented that the funds of 
investors would be pooled and used in the purchase and sale of coins to 
the end that profits would be realized from the venture and shared by the 
defendants with investors; the program was specifically not designed to 
attract coin hobbyists, it being represented that the purchase and sale of 
coins would be effected solely by the defendants, who were to have sole 
discretion and control over investors' funds; and investors were attracted 
to the program by representations that trading in coins provided a profit- 
able investment vehicle,

Observing that the usual elements of a profit-seeking business 
venture, as announced in controlling decisions under the Securities Act, 
are involved here--investors provide the capital and share in the profits 
while the defendants, manage, operate and control the business--the Court 
concluded that the defendants are engaged in the offer and sale of a 
"security" as that term is defined in Section 2(1) of the said Act. 
Accordingly, and since the securities had not been registered with the 
Commission, as required, the Court enjoined the further offer and sale of 
the securities by the defendants in violation of the said registration 
requirement. 


The investigation leading to the filing of the complaint was con- 
ducted by Gus J. Bennett, William T. Dolan, Attorneys, Division of Trading 
and Markets, Washington, D. C. under the direction of Thomas W. Rae, Chief 
Enforcement Attorney. The Commission was represented in the court action 
by Philip A. Loomis, Jr., General Counsel, Gus J. Bennett, William T.. 
Dolan and J. Joseph Kennedy, Attorneys. .

Captain Smith’s ‘Hog ges’ Lead 


Full Bermuda Coinage Review 


John Smith

The coinage of the Sommer ‘“‘Ilands”’ 
or Bermudas was doubtless the first 
money coined for the English colonies 
in America and it seems fitting that 
numismatists know something more of 
its history. 

From ‘“‘The Generall Historie of Vir- 
ginia, New England and the Sommer 
Isles” written by Captain John Smith 
in London, 1624, we are told, ‘Those 
Ilands lie in the huge main Ocean, two 
hundred leagues from any continent 
(677 miles southeast of New York), in 
32 degrees, 25 minutes of Northerly 
latitude and distant from England, 
West South-West, about 3300 miles.” 

The islands, some 200 in number, 


site do they have a breadth exceeding 
2% miles. 

The Bermudas were first sighted 
by Juan de Bermudez, a Spaniard, in 
1515 and on his return voyage in 1532, 
while carrying a load of “Hogges” to 
Cuba, was shipwrecked there. The first 
Englishman to arrive in the Sommer 
Islands was one Henry May, a mariner 
who was also shipwrecked on the north- 
west shore in December, 1592. 

The first settlement of the isles was 
also by chance, when on July 28, 1609, 
a group of British ships headed for the 
Virginia colony under the direction of 
the appointed governor, Captain John 
Smith, were forced aground between 
the rocks on the Bermudas. 

Among the colonists aboard the ship 
Sea Venture was Sir George Somers 
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Bermuda shilling, from a line draw- 
ing to show the whole type. 


who was the appointed head of the ad- 
venture by James I, then king of Eng- 
land and for whom the islands were 
subsequently named. 

As the English settlement in Ber- 
muda under the charter of the Virginia 
company of London in 1609 was made 
by colonists on their way to Virginia, 
the history of both settlements is inti- 
mately related. 

How many of the original nine ships 
that left England bound for Virginia 
successfully landed in the islands has 
never been reported. Captain Smith’s 
record tells us that from his flagship, 
the Sea Venture, every man, number- 
ing 150 in all, made shore through the 
rocks and shallow waters about, al- 
though a full league from the land 
when the ship came to rest. 


His report also relates that this group 
found it the richest, most abundant, 
healthiest and most pleasant place that 
they ever envisioned. 

The initial reference to a money for 
the settlers is also contained in Cap- 
tain Smith’s report when he relates 
(in the past tense) that upon the ap- 
pointment and arrival of the new Gov- 
ernor Daniel Tuckar . . . “the found the 
existence and use (in May, 1616) of a 
certaine kinde of brasse money with 
a hogge on the one side, in memory 
of the. abundance of hogges that were 
found at their (the English settlers of 
the Virginia company) first landing.” 

These islands, although now having 
no political connection with the United 
States, were claimed by the Virginia 
company as included in its land grants 
and charters of 1606, 1609 and 1611, 
until its claim was sold in 1612. In the 
first charter granted by King James I

to “the company of adventurers and 
planters of the city of London for the 
first colony in Virginia” the right to 
‘“‘coyne monies for the use of the set- 
tlers’” was implicit but it never made 
coins for Virginia proper. 

They did avail themselves, however, 
of this privilege in having issued the 
“hogge’’? money when the Sommer Is- 
lands came under their control by the 
second grant of May 23, 1609. This right 
to have money coined was specified in 
paragraph X of the first charter as 
follows: 

‘a . and that they shall, or law- 
fully may, establish and cause to be 
made a coin, to pass current there be- 
tween the people of those several Colo- 
nies, for the more ease of Traffick and 
Bargaining between and amongst them, 
of such Metal and in such Manner and 
Form as the said Council there shall 
limit and appoint... .” 


The Virginia company’s claim to the 
Sommer Islands was sold, on November 
25, 1612, to a new organization labeled, 
“The Governor and Company of the 


City of London for the Plantation of 
the Sommer Islands.”’ This company, 
now called the Bermuda company, was 
granted a charter and certificate of 


incorporation by King James I on June’ 


29, 1615, following the Virginia com- 
pany’s action in relinquishing all its 
claims to the Crown on November 23, 
1614. 
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Bermuda halfpenny of 1793, designed 
by Jean Pierre Droz and struck by 
Matthew Boulton at Birmingham, Eng- 
land. 


These early and numerous transac- 
tions and changes of title to the Som- 
mer Islands make it difficult to estab- 
lish the date when the ‘“‘hogge’’ money 
coins were first: ordered, by whom, 
and how they arrived, presumably from 
London. The crude nature of the coins 


shows that they were produced by the 


hammer process and that they were 
made in a hurry on short notice. 

The evidence also shows, from the 
specimens described by the various 
cataloguers, historians etc. that there 
were several different dies used in 
their production. Varying size masts on 
the ship, beads on the edges, size of 
portholes of the ship, etc., all point to a 
conclusive evaluation that different dies 
were prepared and used for the shilling 
and sixpence pieces. 


manticist, man of deeds and few words 
. . . this was John Smith of Virginia, 
whose connection with Bermuda’s early 
‘“Hogge Money” is explored by author 
Byrne. 


At the time of Daniel Tuckar’s ar- 
rival in May of 1616, there was in use 
the shilling, sixpence and threepence, 
all having the same design as follows: 
The shilling shows a ‘‘hogge’”’ on the 
obverse with ‘‘XII’” directly above. 
Around the central design is a beaded 
circle. At the border is the inscrip- 
tion, ‘Sommer Islands,” while at the 
extreme edge is another beaded circle. 


On the reverse is a crude representa- 
tion of a full rigged ship, with a flag 
flying from each of the four masts, 
around which is a beaded circle at the 
edge. The coin is of copper weighing 
approximately 177 grains, somewhat 
lighter than U.S. copper large cents, 


‘and bears no date, although the evi- 


dence shows that they were in use on 
the islands between 1615 and 1624. 

The sixpence design is nearly the 
same as the shilling, but above the 
hogge are the Roman numerals VI. 
The inscription reads ‘“Sommer Ilands,”’ 
with the first ‘‘s’” of the latter word 
omitted. 

It was through the efforts of Gen. 
J. H. Lefroy, one-time governor of 
Bermuda that we are indebted for the 
discovery of the existence of the II, 
III and IV pence examples of this coin- 
age of the Americas. The design of 
these latter three pieces is similar in 
most respects to that employed on the 


weet i, 


XII and VI pence coins except for the 
employment of the respective Roman 
numeral above the hogge to denote 
the coin’s value. Both the III and II 
pence have the letter ‘“‘S’’ before the 
ship and “‘I’”’ after it. 

Since Governor Richard More landed 
in the Bermudas, July 11, 1612 with 
specific orders from the proprietors to 
pay “‘not in excess of 20 pence for a 
workman and 12 pence for a laborer” 
it is therefore possible, that More 
brought some of this ‘‘hogge’’ money 
with him. 

This would seem to be borne out 


_ by Captain Smith’s report in which he 


states .. . “‘that upon the ‘arrival there 
of Master Daniel Tuckar (May, 1616) 
he (Tuckar) found that they (the 
inhabitants) had for a certain time a 
kind of brasse money . . .”’ Thus, if this 
inference be correct, the currency of 
these coins must have commenced 
sometime between May, 1616 and 1619, 
and that it could not have been of long 
continuance, as in 1624, the date of 


This 40 millimeter gold medal of Ed- 
ward VIII as king in 1936 is the only 
Bermuda piece to bear the present 
Duke of Windsor’s portrait during his 
brief reign. In proof, the piece weighs 
33 grams. 


Captain Smith’s report, it is recorded 
as an event of the: past. 

From a story in the New York Sun 
newspaper which was re-edited and 
printed in the February, 1907 issue of 


‘‘The Numismatist,’’ we were informed 
“In 1884 a gold twenty shilling 


piece was found in an old collection at 
Magdeburg, Prussia, where it was 
described as an old Bermuda medal. 
In design this piece conforms with 
that of the rest of the series, the spel- 
ling of the inscription of Sommer (Is- 
lands) on the reverse being identical 
with that on the sixpence, which leaves 
off one ‘s’ from the word island 
and shows that the die was probably 
engraved by the same hand.” 

W. W. C. Wilson of Montreal, a spe- 
cialist of early colonial coinage is quot- 
ed in the September, 1912 issue of the 
same magazine . . . that he had been 
given definite evidence ‘‘that the four 
denominations of the XII, VI, II and 
II pence, had, indeed been struck from 
the original dies in silver . . .” 

In many references the pieces, as 
they were brought to light were various- 
ly described as being brass or copper 
with a light silver ‘‘coating’’ indicating 
that the coins could have been “‘dipped”’ 
or “‘plated’’ with this metal upon com- 
pletion. Traces of this ‘‘silvering” are 
mentioned by several historians and 
cataloguers. 

The legend, “Sommer Ilands’’ (ap- 
parent misspelling of both words) would 
seem to settle for us the orthography 
of the spelling and name, both as re- 
gards Sommer and Ilands. (Sir George 
Somers—one ‘“‘m’’— and islands with 
deletion of first “‘s’’.) 

Patterson DuBois, superintendent of 
the U.S. Mint wrote in the 1885 Ameri- 
can Journal of Numismatics, January 
issue, that . . . “‘Not only is there no- 
thing amiss, but even our conservative 
Worcester gives (land) as the only 
true spelling: and Skeat in his Etymo- 
logical Dictionary affirms that the (s) 
in island is ‘ignorantly inserted owing 
to confusion with the word isle, a word 
of French origin.’

Of Bermuda ‘Hogge’ Coins

Patterson DuBois, superintendent of 
the United States Mint, in refuting, in 
1885, the derivation of the word island 
from the French, stressed, ‘“‘Iland is 
a pure English word while isle comes 
from the French from the Latin insula. 
This, of course, is a digression, but it is 
a good passing illustration of the value 
of numismatics in its relation to phi- 
lology.” 

From the text of an article entitled, 
“Historical Note on the Coinage of the 
Somer Islands or Bermudas’ by 
Charles N. Schmall which appeared in 
the April, 1947 issue of Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine, Schmall, having 
used as references the texts of all 
three charters granted to the Virginia 
company as they were printed in the 
“Documentary Source Book of Ameri- 
can History, 1606-1926” by William Mc- 
Donald, New York, The MacMillan Co. 
1926, states ‘‘that it was very probable 
that the coinage of the islands was de- 
cided upon and minted between 1612 
and 1616.” 

This is borne out, Schmall relates 
by the monetary references for the 
right to coin monies contained in both 
the 1609 and 1615 orders and charter in 
addition to that contained in the ‘“‘letters

patent” of James I to the Bermuda 
company granted on June 29, 1615. 
These edicts for the use of the hogge 
money were further enlarged in 
.Schmall’s noteworthy treatise by quot- 
ing from a proclamation issued by 
Governor Daniel Tuckar in 1616, which 
reads in part: 

“We have appointed a base coyne 
whereby you may give to such men 
their weekly wages . . . And to that 
end you shall p(ro) claim the said 
coyne to be currant to passe freelye 
from man to man only throughout the 
Islands and not otherwise.’’ Governor 
Tuckar also warned the people against 
refusing to accept payment in these 
coins. He also strictly prohibited the 
exportation of these coins from the is- 
lands. Again in 1622 and 1623 King 


James himself forbade their exporta- 
tion. 

There are no records that this initial 
coinage for the Americas was ever re-

placed or canceled when the apparent- 
ly small quantity originally made ran 
out. The few specimens that have come 
to light and which are now contained 
in museums both in England and Amer- 
ica were first uncovered in Bermuda, 
Virginia and in New England and Can- 
ada where a lively trade existed be- 
tween the islands and the continent in 
these early days. 


For the most part, practically all 
specimens found (and all are rare) are 
seldom in better than fine condition 
due to the years spent on the islands 
which are very moist in climate and 
tend to corrode the base metal. That 
the coins were in actual use has been 
firmly established in Chalmers’ work 
on “Colonial Currency.” 


To quote Sylvester S. Crosby in his 
monumental work on “The Early Coins 
of America’ with reference to the 
“Somer Ilands” coinage . . . “It is to 
these islands that we are indebted for 
the earliest coinage which can be con- 
sidered as intended for America. His- 
tory has preserved for us the most 
meagre account of this first coinage 
struck in Europe for her possessions 
in the New World, — one only, and 
that simply Smith’s passing notice of

the former use and partial description 
of this coin, can we glean from her 
pages; and the all-devouring tooth of 
Time has spared us but few specimens 
from which to determine with what 
legends and devices it was embel- 
lished.” 


Although all descriptions of this early 
coinage given us by historians refer 
to the pieces as “brasse,’’ it must be 
noted that in reality, they were struck 
in copper. 


It should be noted, in addition to the 
history of the coins themselves, ‘‘that 
the gratitude of the ‘unfortunate’ people 
so shipwrecked on these beautiful isles, 
upon discovering the bounty of flesh 
meat in the form of ‘black hogges’ 
which was to be their sole sustinence, 
knew no bounds, and for nine months 
they subsisted chiefly on this meat, and 
that they, in their gratitude, stamped 
or had stamped the image of their 
benefactor on the coins for their use, 
the most endearing form it could pos- 
sibly assume. 

“From the first to last, the hog has 
been a faithful friend to the American 
people, and whatever aestheticism 
might have urged to the contrary, it 
was but simple justice to allow the 
hog the honor of taking the lead in fur- 
nishing the original device for Ameri- 
can coins.’”’ (Numismatist, 1891, De- 
cember. ) 

The next coinage specifically struck 
for the Somers Islands followed 177 
years later. In 1793, Mathew Boulton, 
famed owner of the Soho Mint and 
strong exponent of the use of the steam 
engine press for coining, employed Jean 
Pierre Droz, a famed French medalist 
to design the 1793 Bermuda halfpenny. 
This piece, coined in the same year that 
the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia struck 
its first regular issues of cents and 
half cents, indicates clearly the ad- 
vanced product made at the same 
time in Europe. 

The 1793 halfpenny for Bermuda, 
struck in copper for regular issue and 
in silver and bronze as patterns, was 
struck bearing the head of George III

plus the title of the king, Georgius III 
*Dei Gratia* Rex* on the obverse while 
the reverse exhibits a three masted 
ship sailing to the left. Above the ship 
is inscribed the word Bermuda and be- 
low, the date, 1793. Proofs in all three 
metals exist. 

Although only 200 pounds sterling 
worth of these coins were struck, only 
a fraction of that amount ever reached 
the islands as the ship carrying this 
currency to Bermuda was pirated by a 
French vessel and only $600 was re- 
ceived in the colony. These halfpennies 
of 1793 were legal tender up to eleven 
pieces, in any payment. 

Normally, English copper, nickel and 

silver are used in circulation, but these 
copper pieces of 1793 remained in usage 
until about 1890; the colony has, how- 
ever, its own issue of banknotes of 
five pounds, one pound, 10 shillings 
and five shillings denomination. The 
paper currency has been in use for 
approximately 50 years. 
_ The last coin struck for the Bermudas 
was a crown-size silver piece struck 
in 1959 to commemorate the 350th an- 
niversary of the founding of British 
sovereignty. The obverse of this coin 
uses the crowned effigy of Her Majesty, 
Queen Elizabeth II and was designed by 
Cecil Thomas, while the reverse design 
was done by N. Stillman based on sug- 
gestions made by the Historical Society 
of Bermuda and depicts a map of the 
island group with a Bermuda sloop 
above and a native built fitted dinghy, 
below. Some 200,892 pieces of this de- 
sign were coined. 

A white metal token commemorating 
the founding of St. Paul’s College, 
Bermuda, was first reported by J. H. 
Lefroy in the American Journal of 
Numismatics, vol. 8, page 45, and is 
described in the late J. Verner Scaife’s 
work, ‘‘British Colonial Coins and 
Tokens,” as being 39 millimeters in 
diameter. 


To trace the existence of the ‘‘Som- 
mer Island’ pieces in American nu- 
mismatics, we must necessarily begin 
with Crosby’s work published in 1875, 
at which time he knew of the existence 
and had examined two specimens of 
the shilling (XII pence) and but a 
single one of the sixpence (VI). Crosby 
evidently was not aware at the time 
(1875) of the II, III and IV pence 
pieces subsequently reported by Gen. 
J. H. Lefroy. In 1878, the twopence was 
recorded in the American Journal of 
Numismatics; the threepence was re- 
ported in the Numismatic Chronicle 
in March of 1883; while the exact date 
of the first appearance of the fourpence 
is unknown.

On both these values, the letter ‘‘S” 
was placed before and the letter “I’’ 
following the ship on the reverse of 
these pieces in the original dies. Wood- 
side’s article and illustrations appeared 
in the January, 1961 issue, (vol. 12, 
no. 1) of the Australian Numismatic 
Journal. 

Struck imitations of the Sommer Is- 
land pieces were made during the 
19th century by Montroville Wilson Dic- 
keson (1813-1882,) a doctor of medicine, 
in Philadelphia during the 1850’s. A. 
Wuesthoff, a coin dealer in New York 
also made a “‘copy” in gold and it was 
labeled a 20 shilling piece having the 
value inscribed on the piece as ‘‘XX.”’ 

Wuesthoff also made this copy in sil- 
ver, bronze, brass and lead. The dies 
still exist, having been purchased by a 
private collector from the Wuesthoff 
heirs along with a number of strikings 
in various metals and over other coins. 
The illustrated piece is one having 
been struck over a United States $10 
gold piece, which design is still visible 
together with the milled edge. 

Three other copies of plated brass 
(gun-metal finish) of the Sommer Is- 
lands XII, VI and II pence reside in 
the Carnegie Museum collection in 
Pittsburgh. These latter three are for 
all purposes the most accurate copies 
of the originals in existence. The at- 
tribution for their striking and time 
thereof is unknown. 

The reference for the Dickeson and 
Wuesthoff pieces are noted in detail in 
the Richard D. Kenney monograph, 
“Struck Copies of Early American 
Coins,” published by Wayte Raymond, 
Jan.-Feb., 1952, vol. 19, no. 1. The last 
two illustrations are also from this 
work. 


Even today, only about 20 of the is- 
lands are inhabited, with an approxi- 
mate population of some 50,000 per- 
sons. Though not a part of the West 
Indies, the coinages of the Bermudas 
have frequently been catalogued as 
belonging to this area. More recently 
they have been included, and rightly 
so, with the early colonial issues of 
America. 

It is with deep gratitude that I am 
indebted to the following list of authors, 
historians and cataloguers for the basic 
facts that are contained in this treatise 
for without their energy and patience 
in ‘‘getting at the facts’’-in the early 
days of numismatics, we would today 
have lost in antiquity the knowledge 
of the ‘Black Hogges” or ‘‘Brasse 


Money” which have come to be known 
and accepted as the first coins in use 
in the American colony of the Ber- 
mudas. 


larged to pinpoint the die work used on this famous imitation. Dickeson, a 
doctor of medicine (1813-1882), spent many years in the study of antiques and 
archeology. This copy was struck in copper nickel, copper, brass and white 
metal and also occurs muled (illogically combined) with various store cards 
and medals. It was struck in the 1850’s in Philadelphia. 


The shilling and sixpence made their 
first appearance on the American scene 
in a public sale when two specimens 
(one of the originals from Crosby) 
of the shilling were sold and the plate 
coin from Crosby’s reference work rep- 
resenting the sixpence. Also in this sale 
the threepence made its appearance 
and all three denominations (XII, VI, 
III) were auctioned in the Parmelee 
sale of 1890. It was not until the Mills 
sale in 1904 that the first twopence was 
publicly auctioned. 

It was through the courtesy of Wil- 
liam W. Woodside, curator of coins for 
the Carnegie Museum of Pittsburgh, 
that the plate showing illustrations of 
four of the denominations, the XII, 


. VI, III and II pence pieces is presented. 


It must also be stated that it was 
through the efforts of Woodside and 
Fred Pridmore of England that note is 
made of the ‘‘discovery and mention,” 
for the first time of the variance in 
design in the II and HI pence denomin- 
ations.

WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 


(ARC's Diseussed at WP NS 7) 


The twilight of English history was conjectured upon by W.W. Woodside, 


as he spoke on “Ancient British Coins" before the Western Pennsylvania Numiematic 


Society on Noverber 5, 1963. 


Using presefit day analogies, md illustrating points with encient coins, 


he made this misty past s most interesting, lively, and intriguing period, 


Conjecture is sometimes necessary, he pointed out, because the native 
peoples from that distant past left us ne written records, Therefore, our 
knowledge is based almost entirely on the later writings of their enemies 
who overcame them, It is suspected that these accounts are somewhat biased, 
sketchy, snd incomplete. It is interesting that coins have done more than a 
little to fill in some of the gaps. 


In keeping with the theme of the evening, exhibits for the most part 
consisted of coins of Great Britain. 


Dr. Sloss exhibited hammered and milled silver pennies, early farthings, 
and early commercial farthings of Great Britain.

HISTORICAL 


On June 14, 1878, eight men met formally in Pitts- 
burgh to organize a society for the study of numis- 
matic science and for exchange of ideas and informa- 
tion. On that date the Western Pennsylvania Numis- 
matic Society came into being. The founders were: 


George H. Clapp S. H. Morgan 
Frank J. Kirk John Rivett 

E. F. Maynard George W. Rode 
Henry McKnight R. W. Shipman 


This group continued informal meetings during 
the first year, and on June 20, 1879, when the mem- 
bership roll included seventeen names, the first offi- 
cers were elected. These officers were: 

S. H. Morgan, President 
Frank J. Kirk, Vice-President 
George W. Rode, Secretary | 
E. F. Maynard, Treasurer 

J. E. H. Kelley, Curator 

The present constitution and a set of by-laws were 
adopted on November 21, 1879. and these original 
documents, subscribed to with the signatures of the 
early members, remain in the Society’s possession. 
After some years, disagreements arose among the 
members which resulted in a formal dissolution of 
the Society on December 6, 1889, and the Jibrary 
and cabinet were divided among the members at that 
time. The Society remained dormant until 1910, when 
it was revised by some of its members, who organ- 
ized it under the original constitution. 

Since its revival, the Society has continued to grow 
and flourish, much of the credit for which_belongs 
to George F. Marlier who served as_President 
through many of its most difficult years. The library 
has been re-established and continues to grow; 
monthly meetings have proved to be a valuable 
source of information and mutual help to the mem- 
bership. The Fiftieth Anniversary of the Society 
was celebrated by a dinner at the Rittenhouse Hotel, 
in Pittsburgh, on June 14, 1928, at which time a 
medal was issued to commemorate the occasion. The 
Sixtieth Anniversary was also marked by a dinner 
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in the Harvard-Yale-Princeton Club of Pittsburgh 
on December 13, 1938. 

The Society issued medals in 1878 and 1879 as 
official souvenirs of the Pitts h Exposition in 
those years. Each was struck in silver, white metal, 
bronze and brass, and although no record survives of 
the numbers struck, complete sets are difficult to 
obtain. The medal issued in 1928 was designed by the 
late Andrey Avinoff and was produced by the Medal- 
lic Art Company of New York; 10 were struck in 
silver and 400 in.bronze. All of these pieces are 
illustrated in the present publication. 

Close ties have been maintained with the American 
Numismatic Association, to which the Society was 
host at its annual convention in August, 1935. This 
was the second visit of the A. N. A. to Pittsburgh. 
The Association’s first convention, following its 
organization in Chicago in 1891, was held at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., in the Spring of 1892, but adjourned to 
complete its business later in the same year at 
ie cut Relations with the Carnegie Museum, 
where the Society’s meetings have been held for 


many years, have also been most cordial, Andrey 


Avinoff, Director of the Museum from 1926 to 1945, 
was an honorary member, as was George H. Clapp, 
our last surviving charter member and long a Trus- 
tee of the Museum, while four other members have 
served as curators or associates in the Museum’s 
Section of Coins. 

The present issue of the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Society comes in the Eighty-*'»* Anniver- 
sary year. The Membership Roster whicn is included 
attempts to list all members with the years of their 
election to membership. This has been based upon 
the Roster published in 1938, amended by later addi- 
tions to the membership and by information gleaned 
from further study of old records. It is probable that 
errors and omissions still exist since minutes of 
many early meetings have been lost or destroyed. 
It is ho that members and former members will 
communicate to the Secretary any information that 
er gs have which will provide correction of these 

efects.

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CONSTITUTION 


‘Adopted November 21, 1879 


Article I 
This Society shall be called “The Western Pennsyl- 
vania Numismatic Society”. Its object shall be the 
promotion of Numismatic Science and the formation 
of a Cabinet and Library for the use of its members. 
Article II — 
The Society shall consist of Resident, Correspond- 
ing and Honorary Members. 
Article III 
The officers shall be President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and Curator, all of whom shall 
be eleced annually at the regular meeting in June. 
They shall hold office for one year, beginning with 
the regular meeting in July. 
Article IV 
The right of voting, of holding office and of trans- 
acting business shall be confined to Resident Mem- 


ers. 
Applications for membership must be made to the 
Secretary in writing before action by the Society can 


be taken. 

Article V 
one Society shall possess a Certificate of Member- 
ship. 

Article VI 


The name of a candidate for membership of any 
class must be Bi ay fe in writing, by a resident 
member, in good standing, and the nomination shall 
lay over until the next regular meeting of the Soci- 
ety, when the election may be held, by ballot. Two- 
thirds ((%%) of the members present may suspend 
the rules and action on the application can be taken 


at once.

The Society shall not be dissolved as long as seven

Article I, Meetings 

1. The regular meeting shall be held the first Tues- 
day of each month at 7:30 P.M. 

2. Five (5) Resident Members in good standing 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 

3. The order of business shall be as follows, viz:— 

1. Reading of the minutes of the previous. 
meeting. - Treasurer’s report. 
. Reports of Committees. 
. Correspondence. 
. Deferred business. 
. New business. 
. Program. 
. Adjournment. 
Article II, Officers 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society, shall approve in writing all expenditures 
ordered by the Society, and shall direct the activities 
of the Society. 

The Vice-President shall, in the absence of the 
President, perform the duties of the President; and 
in the event of a vacancy in the office of President, 
that office and title shall be assumed by the Vice- 
President until the next annual election. : 

3. The Secretary shall keep correct minutes of all 
meetings of the Society, in books provided for the 
purpose; he shall keep the accounts between the 
Society and its members; he shall receive all money 
due the Society, and shall pay it over to the Treas- 
urer taking his receipt for the same; shall notify all 
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members of the time and place of meetings; and 
shall attest the President’s approval of expenditures 
ordered by the Society. 

4. The Treasurer shall receive from the Secretary 
all money which may be paid to the Society, and 
shall give his receipt for the same. He shall have 
custody of all funds of the Society, and shall be 
authorized to open accounts in such banks as neces- 
sary. He shall pay all obligations of the Society upon 
receipt of written fag le by the President, attested 
by the Secretary. The Treasurer shall keep a correct 
account, in books provided for the purpose, of all 
money received and paid out, which books shall be 
open to inspection by any member. 

5. The Curator shall have charge of all coin, books, 
etc., belonging to the Society, and shall keep a cor- 
rect catalogue of the same. He shall permit access 
thereto by the members, under such rules as the 
Society may adopt. 2 

6. The President shall present a written report, at 
the Annual Meeting, of the activities of the Society 
during the preceding year. The Secretary, the Treas- 
urer, and the Curator shall each present a written 
report, at the Annual Meeting, of the work of their 
respective offices during the preceding year. 

Article III, Committees _ 

1. The standing committees of the Society shall be 
the Executive Committee, the Program Committee, 
the Publicity Committee, the Membership Commit- 
tee, the Auditing Committee, and the Nominating 
Committee. 

2. The Executive Committee shall consist of the 
officers of the Society and the Chairmen of the Mem- 
bership, Program and Publicity Committees, and 
shall meet from time to time as it deems necessary 
or on call by the President. It shall have power to 
conduct routine business subject to the approval of 
the Society at its next regular meeting. It shall also 
have power, subject to the Constitution and the By- 
Laws, to act for the Society in matters of emer- 
gency, where time will not permit calling a special 
meeting of the Society. ; ‘ 

3. The Membership Committee shall receive all 
applications and recommendations for membership; 
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shall investigate all applicants; and, after meeting 
to consider applicants, shall submit a written report 
of its investigations. The. duties of the Committee 
shall not extend to cases of Honorary Membership. 

4. The Program Committee shall have charge of 
programs, special events, etc., and shall arrange 
places for meetings of the Society. 

5. The Publicity Committee shall, wherever pos- 
sible, bring to public attention the activities of the 
Society which are of general news value; shall when 
possible publicize the science of numismatics; shall 
inform the membership of numismatic meetings, 
conventions, etc., shall prepare the Society’s mem- 
bership roster, etc., when that is ordered to be print- 
ed; and shall when possible arrange for public exhi- 
bition of numismatic material. 

6. The Auditing Committee shall be appointed at 
the Annual ‘Meeting, and shall consist of two mem- 
bers, neither of whom shall be the Treasurer, Secre- 
tary or Curator. The committee shall audit the books 
of the Treasurer, ‘Secretary and Curator, and shall 
present a written report of such audit at the next 
regular meeting. 

7. A Nominating Committee of three members 
shall be appointed at least one month prior to the 
Annual Meeting and shall report at the Annual 
Meeting. 


Article IV, Dues, etc. 

1. The Initiation Fee shall be two ($2.00) dollars, 
payable with application for membership, and the 
dues shall be one ($1.00) dollar per annum payable 
in advance. Any member who neglects to pay his 
dues for three years shall be suspended after action 
has been taken by the Society, at any stated meeting, 
until all his dues have been paid. 

2. The Society may expel a member upon receipt 


of a resolution, presented in writing and signed by 


three (3) Resident Members in good standing. Such 
resolution shall be laid over until a subsequent meet- 
ing of the Society, when it shall be presented for 
action, provided that written notice of the time, 
place, and purpose of such meeting has been given 
to the offending member. Upon passage of such a 
resolution by a majority of the Resident Members 
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Constitution 


present, the President shall declare the offending 
member expelled from the Society. 

Any member may withdraw from the Society 
by paying in full all indebtedness to the Society, and 
by signifying his desire in writing. Any member who 
has withdrawn from the Society may rejoin within 
one year thereafter by signifying his intention in 
writing, and without payment of initiation fees; such 
application for readmission to be presented to the 
Society for action as if a new application. 

4, No member shall without the consent of the 
Society, lend papers, books, medals, etc., belonging 
to the Society to any person, not a member.

1. Honorary Members who have been elected from 
the roster of Resident Members shall continue to 
have the same rights and privileges as prior to elec- 
tion to Honorary Membership.

2. Corresponding Members shall be elected for a 
term of two (2) years. They will be expected to cor- 
respond with the Society at least once every six 
months on topics relating to the objects for which 
this ‘Society is established. 

3. The names of the eight (8) founders of this 
Society and of all Past Presidents and of the Hon- 
orary ‘Members, whether living or dead, shall be 
published in every printed list of members of the 
Society. 


Article VI, Amendment 

1. Changes-in or additions to these By-Laws shall 
be made only as follows:—(a) Notice of a proposal 
to amend shall be given at a regular meeting of the 
Society, and the proposal shall then be laid over 
until the next subsequent regular meeting; (b) In 
notices to members, the Secretary shall state that 
amendments have been proposed for action at the 
next regular meeting; '(c) At the next regular meet- 
ing following the proposal to amend, the proposal 
shall be read and submitted to a vote, and upon 
approval thereof by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present the amendment shall have full 
effect as part of these By-Laws.

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Reporting Club News for publication in 
THE NUMISMATIST 


To insure getting your Club's news in The Numismatist promptly and accurately, 
the following suggestions should be-observed. The Editor and his assistant serve as 
part-time workers for the A.N.A. and can devote only so much time to the Club News 
section, so the best prepared reports just naturally get preference. Carefully made 
prompt reports are appreciated. 


Please note the instructions given at the beginning of most Club News sections 
in The Numismatist. Send your news items to the Editor only--- not to the General 
Secretary, Advertising Manager, or others. 


Your news story must be typed, with a good ribbon and double spaced. Send 
only the original - not a carbon copy which can't be marked for the typesetter. Be care- 
ful of spelling, especially names of persons, places and coins. Never type all capitals, 
and be sparing of capitalized words. Give men's first names and avoid the use of "Mr," 
No underlining of words, please. Newspaper clippings may be helpful but should be ac- 
aon aire by your own typed news story. We do not merely copy other published reports. 
Be brief, | 


Compare your printed news items with others and with the copy you sent in, to 
observe form, etc. Do not report purely local and routine matters such as "minutes of 
last meeting read and approved."' Most clubs hold auctions, so they are not news unless 
out of the ordinary in some respect. Prices realized of certain items in an auction may 
be newsworthy. Omit references to door prizes and raffles, but some exhibit and other 
earned awards may be reported. Members like to see their names in print, if they have 
accomplished something worthwhile. Coming club events are newsworthy and helpful to 
the club, but publicity should be received by the Editor two months or more ahead of 
time. 


List only exhibits that are newsworthy -- not such things as "Joe Blow showed 
a set of Lincoln cents," or silver nickels, etc. Avoid excess words and repetition -- 
be as brief as possible but give the essential information in grammatically correct and 
complete sentences. Write in paragraph "news" style. Avoid trite and hackneyed 
phrases, Get away from excess use of "interesting," "avid," etc. Avoid the obvious, 
such as ''The president introduced Marvin Blank, long time member of the club and 
past president of Elks and currently our program chairman, who, after introductory re- 
marks, introduced the speaker of the evening, Mr. Oscar Q. Mellonhead, who spoke on 
coins."" Better say: "Oscar Mellonhead, in a fifteen minute talk on the hazards of coin 
buying said...." (give a few highlights from his talk which may stimulate readers.) Re- 
member, what you report should be of interest to readers other than members of your 
own club. 


The one who writes the news should type his or her name and title, such as 
Sec., Publicity Chmn., V. Pres., etc. Also,your address should be on the report, as 
it may be necessary to contact you after the envelope has been discarded. 


Most important, get your news in early -- deadline is five weeks preceding 
month of issue. (For example, copy must be in the Editor's possession by January 25 
for the March issue. )

RARE PIONEER GOLD EXHIBITED AT 
WESTERN PA. NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 

A group of Territorial and Pioneer gold specimens, unlikely to be seen 
anywhere else in the world, was shown and discussed by Dr. R.J. Hudson at the 
“June , 1963, meeting of the WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA NUMISMATIC SOCIETY at the 
Carnegie Library in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

Seventeen members and a guest were treated to a rare dissertation not 
only on the history and lore of pioneer gold put also an imposing array of 
pertinent literature and the results of Dr. Hudson's personal research on 
specimens in his collection, some of which were traced back to famous sales 
in the early 1880's. One example was a $1 Pacific Company piece of which only 
5 are known, which was sold as a token in 1885 for $9.10. 

Elected to office for the ensuing year were the following: Mr. Raymond 
se Byrne, President; Dr. James 0. Sloss, Vice Presidents; Mr. Glenn A. Mooney, 
Secretary-Treasurer; and Mr. Jack F. Burns, Curator. Joining the select ranks 
of only 21 past presidents in the 86 year life of the Society was Mr. Richard 
T. Foley, who received the sincere thanks of a grateful membership. 

Mr. Byrne appointed to the Membership Committee Mr. Robert S. Porter, 
Chairman, Mr. William W. Woodside, Mr. P.A. Williams and Mr. Emerson S. Smith. 
The Program Committee was composed of Dr. James 0. Sloss, Chairman, Mr. Robert 
T. Foley, Mr. Robert L. Glose and Mr. David L. Davis. A newly established 
group to be called the Coin Information Committee was charged with reviewing 
and reporting on new developments in the numismatic field, including but not 
limited to literature, new issues, movements, discoveries, and research, 
Members are Dr. R.dJ. Hudson, Chairman, Mr. Gordon Dodrill, and Mr. Jack F. Burns. 


Exhibits for the most part augmented the evening's subject of Pioneer 


po 


ee D. Adams showed $10 and $20 U.S. Assay Office California gold pieces, 
Dr. Sloss commented on his $10, $20 & $50 Pioneer gold pieces. Mr. Phil Williams 
exhibited his $50 Moffat~-Hombart, $20 Moffat California, and a set of 25¢, 50¢ 
and $1.00 California gold pieces. Also a gold scale made by Allender in 1855. 
Mr. Bartley displayed a gold nugget, an Italian silver 500 Lira piece of 1960, 
a French 5 France of 1917, a Great Britain half crown of 1918, and Greek 10 
Apaxmai, and a German 5 Mark piece of 1951. Mr. Mooney presented pioneer gold 
jewelry with an account from family records of its panning and f abrication. 
Mr. Burns exhibited the newly issued "No Tip" tokens and 5, 10, 25 and 
50 centavos Cuban sugar estate tokens from Guantanamo. Mr. Foley exolained 
his Columbian Exposition medal designed by the Italian sculptor Poghliaini in 
Milan, his Andrew Jackson 2nd inauguration (1833) silver proof medal housed 
in a gold ring with magnifying glass covers, and his Christopher Columbus 
copper medal in mee relief. Mr. Porter displayed a complete set of Heraldic 
Art Silver commemorative medallions; Mr. Oschman, Philippine Island coinage 
1903 to date; and Mr. Byrne, l; rare Canadian Tokens. These were: Copper and 
brass Northwest Company tokens (Br 925, 925a), Vexator Canadensis (Br 559), 
end Copper Company of Upper Canada in silver proof (Br 721). 4 
An annual numismatic program is now being developed and will be available 


in the near future.
